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Necessity OF A LAw TO REsTRICT 
THE POWER OF TRUSTEES.—We do 
not belive that we have exaggerated 
the situation in urgiuy upon the pres- 
ent Legislature the necessity of taking 
prompt action for the better protection 
of stockholders in mining corporations. 
The stupendous frauds committed by 
the late Board of Trustees of the Jus- 
tice Company have done much to un- 
settle confidence in the mines and the 


suspicion that their is mismanagement 
in other companies as well. Thestag- 
nation now prevailing at the stock 
boards shows that the public will not 
participate in the market while such a 
stigina overhangs the mining industry. 
Something must be done to aHeviate 
the condition ofaffairs, and we suggest 
that a move be made at Sacramento 
at once. From what has been devel- 
oped in the Justice-Alta imbroglio it 
is plain that a law should be passed to 
restrict the power of Trustees, and 
make them individually responsible 
for their acts. They should be requir- 
to give bonds for the strict perform- 
ance of their duty, and when about to 
make any important disposition of 
property the law should compell them 
to advertise a resolution of intention 
in the newspapers several weeks ahead 
of the special meeting, in order that 
stockholders could enter their protests 
if they were so disposed.—San Fran- 
cico Post.

dividends. The stock journals stoutly 
condemn the thieving practice of 
small operators and intimate that they 
are casting discredit upon the entire 
business. The honest papers con-

in the exchanges, and 
want legislation. upon the subject; 
while the “live” papers condemn the 
thieves only because they bother 
the philanthropic efforts of the 
unselfish operators—Flood, O’Brien, 
Sharon and others. __ 

We have at odd moments doubted 
whether these last loved the people 
with an unquestionable love, or only 
moderately, but our doubts have late- 
ly been cleared away, and we believe 
the live papers are right Any man 
who is in the stock business and can’t 
steal enough in the market ought to 
be punished. The market is main- 
tained by the dear people especially 
for the speculators, and it is. not as- 
tonishing that when highwaymen turn 
footpads, public indignation reaches 
Of course in case of un- 
expected reverse, suspension, unfortu- 
nate deals, etc. A few assessments 
are the correct thing andno right 
minded stockholder ever objected, but 
this practice of crushing the country 
rock should be frowned down. It 
hinders the generous operations of 
good men liké Flood, O’Brien, Sharen 
and McDonald, and casta suspicion 
upon the acts of men who work for 
the people and them alone. 

These petty thieves must be put 
down, the sooner the better, and for 
that purpose a bill should be intro- 
duced defining and limiting the word 
Trustee, and encouraging ~ honor 
among thieves. Alsoa bill to dis- 
courage the crushing of country rock 
at public expense. These are~ the 
points which should be touched upon, 
but the questson arises: “Can it be 
done.” 


Conkling’s Victory.

Three Ballots for Senator in the Demo- 
cratic Caucus. 


[Correspondence San Francisco Post. |] 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 12th. 
The senatorial candidates were driv- 
en into the caucus this afternoon like 
sheep to the shambles, to have their 
say, and a dreary exhibition it was, at 
best—Ryland in the van, McDonald 
in the middle and Dameron at the 
tail. To say that the addresses of 
nearly all the aspirants were flat, stale 
and unprofitable but vaguely expresses 
it. Ihave heard Bryant in the glare 
of the tar-barrels in front of Platt’s 
Hall interject ‘Shave wants” and ‘“‘have 
saws” into aJDemocratic speech faster 
than a mitrailleuse can dispatch bul- 


lets; I have heard Eugene Durphey 
wrestle fer an hour and a half with a 
definition of Democracy; I have count- 
ed fifty ‘‘grand old De-mo-cra-tic par- 
ty” in the brief space of half an hour; 
I have heard Captain Mullan satisfat- 
torily explain ina two hours’ speech 
how the Democratic jamie was the 
party of progress—yet I would at any 
time pit these four gentlemen against 
all the vaunted intellect that expound- 
ed Democratic principles on the floor 
of the Assembly this afternoon. There 
was a remarkable sameness about what 
they said. They were all in favor of 
the remonetization of silver; of an 
early resumption of specie payment; 
against subsidies of whatever kind 
or nature; for repressing the ag- 

essions of corporations. They 

urled themselves with the great. 
est force against Chinese immi- 
gration, and a good hour and a half 
was spent in detailing how they in- 
tended to rid the Pacific coast of the 
unmitigated evil when they got to 
Washington. Ryland led off, and it 
‘ras the general opinion that next to 
Hager he produced the best impres- 
sion. McDonald followed and _sur- 
prised his friends by his clearness and 
eloquence of statement. Farley came 
next, and, in turn, was followed by 
Hager, whose effort was the most 
scholarly, and Dameron wound up 
with a speech which nobody wanted 
t> hear except the unfortunates in 
caucus. Ryland spoke principally to 
the charge that his political record 
was inconsistant, and with the excep- 
tion of a brief period, when he ad- 
mitted having gone isto the Know- 
nothing ranks, claimed to have al- 
ways been a simon pure Bourborn. 
His connection with Dolly Varden- 
ism in 1873 was plausibly accounted 
for on the ground that he wanted . to 
split up the Republican party. Mc- 
Donald confined himself principally 
to the Chinese evil, te the abatement 
of which he asserted he had done not 
a little, and threw a sop to the Gran- 
gerelement by promising to direct 
his efforts to secure the abrogation of 
the excessive tax on burlaps. He also 
alluded to the vinicultural interests 
of the State, and pledged himself to 
look after them in Washington. Far- 
ley opened with a shot at Ryland,, 
stating that his political record was so 
well known that he had no occasion to 
defend it, but immediately began a 
vigorous defense of his railroad record. 

SPECULATIONS. 


The result of the balloting to-night 
has still further complicated matters, 
and no one is inclined to hazard a 
prediction as to how it will end. MHa- 
gers unexpected strength has taken 


following is ascribed to his strong an- 
ti-railroad speech. All that element 
in the caucus which has hitherto been 
regarded as uncommitted to any of 
the candidates, has gone over to Hager 
solid. The steadfastness with which 
it adhered to him will have the effect 
of solidifying it, and if there should 
happen to be a defection in the ranks 
of any other candidate, and Hager 
thereby gain; it is not looked upon as 
improbable that he may prove an easy 
victor.

McDonald, too, 
claims to have his votes well in hand, 
although béth Farley and Ryland pro- 
claim that he will soon break up. 
There is little reason to apprehend 
that if McDonald does break down his 
strength will go to Hagar, as the lat- 
ter is unpopular with that portion of 
the San Francisco delegation which is 
for McDonald. In that event Ryland 
will probably get the majority of the 
vote. The rest will go to Farley. On 
the other hand, Hagar is popular in 
the interior, and should Ryland give 
way first, the bulk of his vote, it is be- 
lieved, will go to Hagar, eventually 
narrowing the issue to Farley and Ha- 
gar. As matters now stand; it is diffi- 
cult to say what a day may bring forth, 
and there are not a few old politicians 
who declare their belief that the whole 
business will be settled in the next
